LONDOX, Jan. 2.— Frederick Harrison, 


the well known critic and reviewer, lec- 
turing in London, said the Venezuelan 
crisis presented a very real danger and 
would leave formidable problems un- 
solved. The Monroe doctrine expressed 
a policy which all that was wise in 
English opinion must, deaire to prevail.

WORN MONEY IS GOOD. 


United StatcK Saprtmo Court Han So De- 


cided In K Keceut CtLft. 


The Fupreiae court of the United 


States, in a case decided by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller recently, ruled, on a matter 
of general interest. 


James E. Morgan and wife were on a 


car operated by the Jersey City and Ber- 
gen Railroad company. Tho conductor 
refused to accept for their fare a 10 cent 
piece because he thought it was not 
worth par, being worn by abrasion 
•while circulating as a part of the na- 
tional currency, 
Morgan was ejected 


from th6 car nnd brought suit against 
the railroad company for damages. He 
recovered judgment for ^315 aud costa, 
and ihe judgment was affirmed by tho 
supreme court of the state. 


Tho company sued out a vprit of error 


and brought the case to the supreme 
court of the United States. 


The chief justice in his decision re- 


ferred to .he law regulating the passage 
of defaced and abraded coiiis and stated 
that there was 110 provision against the 
passage of silver coins which were abrad- 
ed only by circulation, aud that they 
were legal tender as long as they bora 
the semblance of the coin. There was 
nothing iu the record of the supreme 
court of the United States to review, 
and the writ of error was dismissed, 
thus affirming the judgment of the state 
supreme court- agaiurt the railroad com- 
pany.

The aid of n cabinet maker every 


month or so to clenrn tho furniture 
would provo too costly and tho re- 
peated varnisliin,<;s of such articles 
as require it too much, trouble. 
Therefore a cleaner that will ket'i> 
the furniture looking nice, remove 
the stains and soil and does not cost 
a great deal in time and money is a 
great noon to housewives. 


To reach this end there is nothing 


bettor than ;i mixture of linseed oil 
and kcrosoTie. Some furniture deal- 
ers use.linsood mid turpcutuio, but 
it is not so .satisfactory, as after re- 
peated usings the turpentine rough- 
ens the polished surface. 


If tho article to be polished is very 


much soiled, wash thoroughly with 
Tcarrn so:ipy vcater, drying as quick- 
ly as possible. Then with a flannel 
rag dipped in a mixture of two parts 
linsoed to ono of kerosene rub the 
surface thoroughly. 
Let it stmiu 


awhile until you have rubbed anoth- 
er pieco, and then -with n perfectly 
clean piece of flannel free from oil 
polish it nntil it shines to your t«stn. - 
This is an easy method of keepia? 
furniture bright, and it does not in- 
jure tho daintiest wood, tho odor 
soon ovsporatiug it" the window is 
opened. 


If there is much furniture to etem 


and it ia badly soiled, mix a small 
quantity of the oils at a time so that 
it will he all vised, and a vory. soiled 
rag should not bo tolerated. 
Clean 


rags and a littl^ clean oil at A rinse 
give much, "bettor results. Then "he 
careful to- rub every trace of the 
cleaner from tbe furniture, or the 
result will not be v?bat you desire 


To clean fairly well the arms and 


backs of upholstered furniture that 
have become-dingy use a little gaso- 
line. Use clean flannel for this also, 
and after dusting briskly with a 
whisk broom rub with flannel dip- 
ped in gasolime; then set in the air 
until tho odor has evaporated. Pol- 
ished or painted floors, grained or 
varnished doors, dingy baseboards 
or any surface that requires polish- 
ing, or that tlw housekeeper desires 
to make shine, will do so most 
agreeably if treated to a vigorous- 
rubbing with tbe linseed and tur- 
pentine after first cleansing with 
soap and wat«c.
